Firebug "Somebodies" 

If, in the next few moments, your house should 
catch fire—and one does every 80 seconds—chances 
are somebody was careless with a match or cigarette. 

These firebug “somebodies,” says Fire Chief Sam 
McLeod, can be blamed for one out of every three 
home fires. 

They are the folks who unthinkably toss away 
lighted cigarettes and matches; they kill themselves 
smoking dn bed and don’t give a hoot if their kids play 
with matches. 

But they are only the worst of the six home 
firebugs who start over 85 per cent of our home fires, 
according to Chief McLeod. v 

Here’s how he would grade the other five on the 
basis of studies of home fire causes: 

Booby prize No. 2 goes to the chap who doesn’t 
inspect, clean and repair his heating system and 
chimney at least once a year—and thereby causes one 
of every four home fires. 

No. 3 is the electrical wizard—one of every eight 
homes that burn—who dotes on frayed cords, over¬ 
loaded circuits, misuses appliances and thinks 15- 
ampere safety fuses are for sissies. 

Then there are the two guys—more likely gals— 
who, between them, manage to start one of every ten 
house fires; the kitchen firebug has a greasy stove, 
leaves unwatched burners going to ignite potholders 
and other easy burning items piled too near the open 
flames; her sister is the dilly who quickens fires with 
kerosene, dry cleans with gasoline and keeps these 
fiery fluids in her home in nice breakable bottles, leaky 
cans, etc. 

Home firebug No. 6 performs his tridk with hot 
ashes and coals—puts them fresh from the stove or 
furnace into wooden and cardboard containers, or 
dumps them on the basement floor next to wooden 
walls, old newspapers and rubbish and thus accounts 
for one of every 11 home fires. 

How do you stop these home firebugs? Fire Chief 
McLeod has this Fire Prevention Week advice: t 

“One of the best ways is to have youi* home in¬ 
spected' for fire hazards by experts—your firemen. 
Your fire department can help you spot and correct 
those unsafe conditions which could cause a fire in 
your home.” 

Urging everyone’s co-operation in the Home Fire 
Inspection Program, the Chief pointed out that the 
Canadian and International Associations of Fire 
Chiefs are sponsoring a nationwide campaign for just 
such home inspections as the most effective means for 
cutting the terrible toll of fire deaths among children.

. The past few wet seasons have 
prevented efficient cultivation after 
harvest. The result is a tremendous 
increase in Canada Thistle, Sow 
Thistle and Couch Grass in Western 
Canada. Fall cultivation will not 
completely eradicate these weeds but 
will certainly greatly weaken thVm.

October, November, December, 
and January are the main months 
for vaccinating calves in Alberta 
to protect them against brucellosis 
(Bang’s Disease!, according to Dr. 
E. E. Ballantyne, Director of Al¬ 
berta’s Veterinary Branch. The 
month chosen for vaccination is 
determined by the age of the calf. 
While vaccination i s permitted 
from 4 to 10 months, the best age, 
says Dr. Ballantyne is when the 
calf is 6, 7, or 8 months old. Vac¬ 
cination at this time classifies the 1 
calf as an "official vaccinate.” 

Official vaccinates can be ex¬ 
ported without a blood test up to 
22 months after the date of vacci¬ 
nation. This is particularly impor¬ 
tant to the purebred breeders and 
all their heifer calves should be 
“official vaccinates.’’ This means 
too that it is very important for 
the purebred breeders to keep ac¬ 
curate records of calving dates. 
Some sales to U.S. buyers have 
been lost because purebred calves 
were not vaccinated at the proper 
age. 

Calfhood vaccinations has pro¬ 
duced good results in Alberta in 
both beef and dairy herds in con¬ 
trolling brucellosis. It is approxi¬ 
mately 959t effective in preventing 
losses. This is of great value in 
protecting the income of the cattle 
industry and m preventing undu- 
lant fever in humans. 

- Cattlemen are urged to contact 
their veterinarian or district agri¬ 
culturist now to have their calves 
added to the lisit for the vaccination 
program. For those who wish to 
study more details of the disease, 
a bulletin is available from these 
men. V_
